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Card out as top aide; further reshuffling may be in works 


WASHINGTON | Struggling to revive his trou- 
bled presidency, President Bush replaced 
longtime chief of staff Andy Card with 
budget director Joshua Bolten on Tuesday 
and gave Bolten authority to make further 
changes in a White House staff that even 
Republicans have complained is tired, insu- 
lar and lacking fresh ideas. 

Appearing with Bush in the Oval Office, 
Bolten gave no hint about what, if any, shake- 
up he might order. But White House officials 


said no one should doubt his ability to replace 
Bush aides. “He'll have all the authority he 
needs ... to make the decisions that he feels 
best, working with the president,” White 
House spokesman Scott McClellan said. 
Like Card, Bolten, 51, is a Washington insid- 
er whose ties reach back to Bush’s 2000 cam- 
paign for the White House. Democrats — and 
some Republicans — grumbled that the new 
White House boss looked a lot like the old one. 
Before being named budget director in 


2003, Bolten was Card’s deputy chief of staff 
for policy, a colleague of such senior aides as 
Karl Rove and Dan Bartlett. 

Alarmed by Bush’s falling approval rat- 
ings and White House mistakes — from the 
bungled Hurricane Katrina reaction to the 
ill-fated deal to allow an Arab company to 
manage U.S. ports — Republicans have been 
urging the president to bring in new advisers 
with fresh energy. The GOP’s concerns have 
been heightened by anxiety over midterm elec- 
tions in November. Card, as chief of staff, had

Former Defense Chief

Caspar W. Weinberger, who over- 
saw the Pentagon’s biggest peace- 
time spending increase as President 
Reagan's defense secretary and later 
was indicted for his role in the Iran- 
Contra affair, died Tuesday. He was 
88. President Bush called him “an 
American statesman and a dedicat- 
ed public servant” who strengthened 
the military and helped end the Cold 
War.

Plotter Wanted to Help Prosecution 


Moussaoui offered to 
testify against himself 
in death penalty case 


ALEXANDRIA, VA. | Al Qaeda con- 
spirator Zacarias Moussaoui offered 
last month to testify for prosecutors 
against himself at his death-penalty 
trial and told agents that he did not 
want to die in prison, according to 
last-minute testimony Tuesday. 
The bizarre testimony capped 
a trial that has seen more than its 
share of the unusual over three 
tumultuous weeks. Introduced as 
part of a brief government rebut- 


tal case, this testimony may be the 
firmest evidence the 37-year-old 
Frenchman of Moroccan descent 
hopes for martyrdom through exe- 
cution and could provide fodder 
for the closing arguments of both 
prosecutors and Moussaoui’s court- 
appointed defense attorneys. 

U.S. District Judge Leonie 
Brinkema set Wednesday afternoon 
for closing arguments on whether 
the actions Moussaoui has admitted 
make him eligible for the death pen- 
alty. The jury must decide whether 
the only man charged in this coun- 
try in the Sept. 11 plot will be exe- 
cuted or imprisoned for life.

Moussaoui offered on Feb. 2, just 
before jury selection began, to tes- 
tify that he was to have hijacked and 
piloted a fifth plane on Sept. 11, 2001. 
He did not ask that prosecutors stop 
pursuing the death penalty in return. 
He sought better prison conditions 
and a promise not to be called to tes- 
tify against other al Qaeda members. 

FBI agent James Fitzgerald said 
Moussaoui told him that he did not 
want to die behind bars and it was 
“different to die in a battle ... than 
in a jail on a toilet.” Moussaoui 
dropped this bid after he learned 
that he had an absolute right to tes- 
tify in his own defense. (ap)

Senate Rejects Office 
To Probe Ethics Issues 


WASHINGTON | The Senate on 
Tuesday rejected the notion that it 
could not discipline itself, defeat- 
ing a proposal to create an office 
to investigate possible ethics vio- 
lations. 

Senators rejected the idea of 
an Office of Public Integrity by a 
67-30 vote as they moved toward 
a Wednesday vote on legislation 
to tighten rules and laws covering 
congressional contacts with lobby- 
ists. With Congress trying to restore 
its scandal-tainted reputation before 
the fall election, passage is a near- 
certainty. 

Opposition to the new office was 


led by members of the existing eth- 
ics committee. They insisted that 
the current system of self-policing 
was working fine and the proposed 
office would duplicate their work. 

Many advocates of a lobbying 
overhaul, joined by clean govern- 
ment advocacy groups, have main- 
tained that an independent ethics 
commission must be an important 
of any legislation. They say the eth- 
ics committees, particularly in the 
more partisan House, have proved 
incapable of addressing the lobby- 
ing scandals and ethical problems 
that have plagued Congress in 
recent years.

Court Considers Tribunals 


Justices question the 
legality of military 
trials for terror suspects 


WASHINGTON | Supreme Court jus- 
tices appeared troubled Tuesday by 
President Bush’s plans to hold war- 
crimes trials for foreigners held at 
Guantanamo Bay, Cuba. 

And several seemed outraged by 
the government’s claim that a new 
law had stripped the high court of 
authority to hear a case brought by 
Salim Ahmed Hamdan, a Yemeni 
who once worked as a driver for 
Osama bin Laden. 

Hamdan has spent nearly 
four years in the U.S. prison at 


Guantanamo, and the Supreme 
Court has been asked to decide if 
he can be put on trial with fewer 
legal protections before a type of 
military tribunal last used in the 
World War II-era. 

The appeal could set the stage for 
a landmark ruling, and the court- 
room atmosphere was tense. 

“The use of military commissions 
to try enemy combatants has been 
part and parcel of the war power for 
200 years,” Solicitor General Paul 
Clement told justices. 

Two years ago the Supreme 
Court ruled that “a state of war is 
not a blank check for the president 
when it comes to the rights of the 
nation’s citizens.”

Hamdan’s lawyer, Neal Katyal, 
told justices that the Bush admin- 
istration is seeking a “blank check” 
to do what it wants with foreigners 
held at Guantanamo Bay. 

Without Chief Justice John 
Roberts, a conservative Bush nomi- 
nated last year, the argument seemed 
lopsided against the government. 
Roberts supported the Bush admin- 
istration as a lower court judge and 
had to withdraw from participating. 

Justices Antonin Scalia and 
Samuel Alito gave hints that they 
support the administration, both 
suggesting thatthe high court should 
delay a decision until after the trial 
is over — much like courts do with 
regular criminal defendants. (ap) 


Briton Indicted 
In Murder of His 
Wife, Daughter 


CAMBRIDGE, MASS. | A British man 
accused of killing his wife and infant 
daughter was indicted by a grand 
jury Tuesday on first-degree mur- 
der and weapons charges. 

Neil Entwistle, 27, has been held 
without bail since he was arraigned 
Feb. 16 in the death of his wife, 
Rachel, 27, and their 9-month- 
old daughter, Lillian Rose. 

Tuesday’s indictment, for the 
same charges he already faced, 
was a standard legal procedure 
in Massachusetts criminal cases 
that moves the case from district 
court to superior court, where a 
new arraignment is expected in 
the next two weeks. (ap) 


Uphill Climb for New Orleans’ Economy 


NEW ORLEANS | Most of Big Oil has 
returned to New Orleans since 
Hurricane Katrina, Mardi Gras got 
the city back in the tourism busi- 
ness and the skilled construction 
trades can’t get enough workers. The 
city’s population — 455,000 before 
Katrina — is now near 190,000 
and expected to climb. 

While economists and think 
tanks struggle to come up with a 


quantitative prediction of the city’s 
future, there is a common theme: 
New Orleans will be a much smaller 
city with an economic growth that 
will be fragile for years to come. 
Shell Exploration & Production 
Co. surprised many by bringing its 
1,000 employees back and spon- 
soring the New Orleans Jazz & 
Heritage festival, a tourist draw. 
And ChevronTexaco returned 700 


white-collar workers, helping to alle- 
viate fears that Katrina had scrapped 
New Orleans’ remaining oil business. 
On the down side, the state’s only 
Fortune 500 company, utility hold- 
ing firm Entergy Corp., says its New 
Orleans headquarters will be scaled 
down. And Hibernia National Bank 
is moving 350 to 400 jobs from its 
3,100 pre-storm payroll to Dallas, 
citing the lack of housing. (ap)

No &$*&# Way: Profanity Abounds 


Americans say theyre 
exposed to more dirty 
words than ever before 


This is a story about words we can’t 
print in this story. 

You probably hear these words 
often, and more than ever before. 
But even though we can’t print them 
— we do have our standards — we 
can certainly ask: Are we living in 
an Age of Profanity? 

Nearly three-quarters of 


Americans questioned last week 
— 74 percent — said they encoun- 
ter profanity in public frequently 
or occasionally, according to an 
Associated Press-Ipsos poll. Two- 
thirds said they think people swear 
more than they did 20 years ago. 
And as for, well, the gold standard 
of foul words, a healthy 64 percent 
said they use the F-word — ranging 
from several times a day (8 percent) 
to a few times a year (15 percent). 
And it’s not just at your local 
bar. Or on TV. (Or on the Senate 


floor, for that matter, where Vice 
President Dick Cheney used the 
F-word in a heated argument two 
years ago.) 

Perhaps not surprisingly, pro- 
fanity seems to divide people by 
age and by gender. 

Younger people admit to using 
bad language more often than older 
people; they also encounter it more 
and are less bothered by it. The AP- 
Ipsos poll showed that 62 percent of 
18 to 34-year-olds acknowledged 
swearing in conversation at least a 


few times a week, compared to 39 
percent of those 35 and older. 

More women than men said 
they encounter people swearing 
more now than 20 years ago — 75 
percent, compared to 60 percent. 
Also, more women said they were 
bothered by profanity — 74 percent 
at least some of the time — than 
men (60 percent.) And more men 
admitted to swearing: 54 percent 
at least a few times a week, com- 
pared to 39 percent of women.

Olmert declares victory for centrist Israeli party 


JERUSALEM | Acting Prime Minister 
Ehud Olmert declared victory in 
Israel’s elections Tuesday, saying 
he will seek negotiations with the 
Palestinians but act on his own if 
necessary to draw final borders. 
Olmert spoke after exit polls and 
media reports of early results pre- 
dicted his centrist Kadima Party 
would have enough seats in parlia- 
ment to form a ruling coalition. 
Adopting the vision of his men- 
tor Ariel Sharon, who formed the 
party shortly before succumbing to 
a devastating stroke that left him in 
acoma, Olmert claimed a mandate 
to withdraw from much of the West 
Bank and set Israel’s borders, which 


he has said he will do by 2010. 
The turnout was the lowest in 
Israel’s history, and the results 
showed voters turning one) — 
conventional 
political parties 
to an assortment 
of third parties 
with wide-rang- 
ing agendas. The 
aftermath will 
likely be a peri- 
od of difficult 
negotiations between Olmert and 
potential coalition partners.

New Hamas-Led 
Cabinet Gets 
Parliament’s OK 


GAZA CITY, GAZA STRIP | The Islamic 
militant Hamas moved a step clos- 
er Tuesday to taking power, win- 
ning overwhelming parliamen- 
tary approval for its 25-member 
Cabinet. 

The parliament met as Israelis 
voted to elect new lawmakers. 
Incoming Palestinian Prime 
Minister Ismail Haniyeh said he 
opposes plans by the Israeli front- 
runner, acting Prime Minister Ehud 
Olmert, to draw the country’s final 
borders by 2010. 

However, Haniyeh toned down 
Hamas’ militant ideology, saying 
he was not interested in perpet- 
uating the cycle of violence with 
Israel. Hamas has killed hun- 
dreds of Israelis in suicide attacks 
in recent years, but has largely stuck 
to a truce for the past year. 

The new Cabinet is to be sworn in 
by Palestinian President Mahmoud 
Abbas later this week. (ap) 


Ex-Liberian Leader Taylor Vanishes 


Former president was 
due to stand before 
a war crimes tribunal 


ABUJA, NIGERIA | Former Liberian 
President Charles Taylor disap- 
peared from his Nigerian haven, 
days after his hosts agreed to 
transfer him to a war crimes tri- 
bunal for complicity in the murder, 
rape and maiming of more than a 


half-million Africans, officials said 
Tuesday. 

The announcement of Taylor's 
disappearance came the day before 
Nigerian leader Olusegun Obasanjo 
was to meet with President Bush. 
The White Housesuggested Tuesday 
that Bush may refuse to meet with 
Obasanjo without answers about 
Former Liberian President Charles 
Taylor had been living in exile in Nigeria. 


Taylor’s disappearance. 

Taylor vanished Monday night 
from his villa in the southern town 
of Calabar, the government said. 
A presidential spokeswoman said 
members of Taylor's Nigerian secu- 
rity detail had been arrested. 

Obasanjo had offered Taylor ref- 
uge under an agreement that helped 
end Liberia's civil war in 2003. 

Since then, though, the United 
States, the United Nations and 
others have called for Taylor to be 
handed over to an international war

PARIS | More than 1 million dem- 
onstrators poured onto France’s 
streets, and strikers shut down 
the Eiffel Tower and disrupted 
transport services Tuesday in the 
largest nationwide protests so far 
against a new law that will make it 
easier to fire young people.

D.C. Talks Target Underage Drinking 


Meeting asks students 
for their suggestions 
on possible solutions 


WASHINGTON | Officials turned to 
young people and community leaders 
Tuesday in a search for new strategies 
to stem underage drinking. 

At a town-hall meeting, edu- 
cators and social workers heard 
from high school and college 
students who warned that many 


young people still consider drink- 
ing a “right of passage,” as well as 
a social activity with only limited 
negative consequences. 

“They see their friends drink- 
ing and probably want to be cool 
like them,” said Sonia Ramos, a 
Bell Multicultural High School 
student. 

While 14 percent of young people 
ages 12 to 20 use illegal drugs, and 
24: percent use tobacco, 29 percent 
use alcohol, said Steve Wing, of the 


Substance Abuse and Mental Health 
Services Administration. 

“This makes underage drinking a 
leading public health problem,” Wing 
said. April has been designated as 
National Alcohol Awareness Month, 
and, Wing said, the meetings were 
designed to involve teens in coming 
up with solutions to the problem. 

They suggested using stepped 
up enforcement as a deterrent, as 
well as providing more late-night 
recreation.

Tech-savvy youth 
are re-claiming the 
dialogue on the Web 


PATHFINDERS | Cenk Uygur was 
pretty sure he had the makings of 
a good TV show. 

Every afternoon, he and fel- 
low liberal talk-show hosts Ben 
Mankiewicz and Jill Pike spent 
three hours dishing about politics 
and pop culture for their irrever- 
ent Sirius Satellite Radio program, 
“The Young Turks.” 

So last year, the Los Angeles- 
based commentators shot a tele- 
vision pilot in a rented studio and 
shopped it to the cable news chan- 
nels, buoyed by a letter-writing cam- 
paign to network executives from 
some of their followers. 

No one bit. So Uygur and his co- 
hosts took the matter into their own 
hands. “We thought, ‘If they’re not 
going to put us on, let’s put our- 
selves on.” 

With the help of some investors, 
the Young Turks bought four profes- 
sional digital cameras and rented a 
studio space. In mid-December, they 
began streaming their three-hour 
show every weekday on their Web site, 
wwwzheyoungturks.com, billing it as 
the first live Internet talk show. 


Politicos 


In the process, they’ve helped 
pioneer the rapidly developing 
field of online programming — 
from Webcasts to video podcasts 
and vlogs — now delivering con- 
tent that traditionally would have 
had to survive the television devel- 
opment season and pass the mus- 
ter of network executives to find 
an audience. 

“Anybody can own a broadcast 
power now,” says Jeff Jarvis, who 
writes about media and technology 
on his blog, BuzzMachine. “We're 


going to have more and more choic- 


es. TV will no longer be one-size- 
fits-all.” 

Until recently, original video pro- 
gramming on the Internet has resem- 
bled homemade films, appealing to 
niche audiences with pieces focused 
largely on youth culture, tech wizard- 
ry or quirky personal stories. 

But this new medium is increas- 
ingly being embraced by broader 
constituencies as well. In the case 
of “The Young Turks,” the program 
has attracted a growing number of 
liberals hungry for a political victory 
— and excited about the potential of

a technology that offers a low-cost 
way to rally the troops.

But 
I told Herb, ‘It’s all just been vali- 
dated for me — 40 years.” 

When a record called “Murder 
on Music Row” came out decrying 
how radio and the record companies 
were killing country music, this fre- 
quent interviewer of the musician 
expected Owens to side with the 
song’s writer, because he was one 


of many veteran country acts who 
couldn't get air time because coun- 
try radio had become single-mind- 
edly focused on pretty faces. 

But Owens repeated one of the 
mantras that helped him build a 
fortune, at one time estimated at 
more than $100 million. “Radio 
isn’t the music business,” he said. 
“It’s the advertising business.” Even 
the country stations he owned in 
Bakersfield wouldn't play his music 
ifthey didn’t believe it would appeal 
to their listeners. 

Owens, who died Saturday at 76, 
never lost sight of the importance of 
keeping the customer satisfied. And 
he did it foremost with his music, 
whether in the great songs he chose 
from other writers or his own.

William Holden 
cemented his star 
status in ‘Stalag I7’ 


DVD | Billy Wilder transformed 
William Holden from a depend- 
able, albeit lightweight, leading 
man into a superb dramatic actor 
when he cast him in his landmark 
1950 Hollywood tale, “Sunset 
Boulevard.” 

Three years later, Wilder cast 
him in the darkly funny World 
War II POW comedy “Stalag 17,” 
which came out this week in a 
special collector’s edition from 
Paramount. 

This time, Holden won the Oscar 
as the cynical, chip-on-his-shoul- 
der Sgt. J.J. Sefton, who hustles and 
bribes his way to better food and 
treatment by his German captors. 

One week before Christmas 
1944, two men from his barracks 
attempt to escape under the cover 
of night. Sefton bets his fellow pris- 
oners two packs of cigarettes that 
the men won't make it to freedom. 
When they are shot outside the 
barbed-wire fence, the prisoners 


believe the callous Sefton is an 
informant. Sefton decides to uncov- 
er the betrayer in their midst. 

The supporting cast is uniformly 
first-rate, especially Robert Strauss, 
who was Oscar nominated for his 
endearing performance as the Betty 
Grable-obsessed Sgt. “Animal” 
Kasava; Harvey Lembeck as his 
best buddy, Sgt. Harry Shapiro; 
Otto Preminger as the coolly vicious 
commandant; Sig Ruman as the 
guard; Gil Stratton as Cookie — 
who also serves as the film’s narra- 
tor — Don Taylor, Richard Erdman 
and a young Peter Graves. 

“Stalag 17” was shot in sequence 
with Wilder and co-writer Edwin 
Blum often giving the actors their 
script pages the day of the filming 
— thus most of the actors were sur- 
prised to find out which character 
was the informant. 

Extras include a solid featurette, 
“Stalag 17: From Reality to Screen,” 
a touching mini-documentary on 
survivors of the actual POW camp, 
and nostalgic commentary with the

The full-size monster 
is a great vehicle that 
is also irresponsible 


There’s something peculiarly egre- 
gious, something antagonizing 
about the 2007 Mercedes-Benz GL, 
the company’s new full-size sport- 
utility vehicle. For one thing, it goes 
to show that, even though the full- 
size SUV market has fallen off dra- 
matically in the last year, there are 
still sufficient numbers of selfish 
rotters out there to constitute an 
appealing market segment. 
Mercedes-Benz offers this wholly 
meritless defense: Many of its cus- 
tomers leave the brand because the 
company doesn‘ offer a full-sizeSUV 
that meets their needs, which is to 
say, a seven-passenger 4x4 with a 
9,300-pound towing capacity. 
Needs? Did they say needs? OK, 
then. Let’s propose needs testing for 
the purchase of such a vehicle. You 
must have a Chris-Craft and three or 
more school-age children in the yard 
to qualify. Your vehicle must do dou- 
ble-duty as, um, a bookmobile. 
Need has very little to do with 
it. This segment is about want, 
naked and unquenchable. It’s well 
established that the vast majority 
of these vehicles never touch grav- 
el, never carry more than a couple 
of people, and never tow anything 
heavier than the weight of their 
owner's childhood traumas. 
Most people who buy the GL 
won't know a Class IV hitch from

Thatis, if you don’t mind killing the environment and furthering the energy crisis. 


a Mark 48 torpedo. So don’t con- 
gratulate some Bel-Air singleton for 
his wise vehicle purchase when it 
is so patently purblind and morally 
retrograde. 

Plainly, it’s a disappointment 
that Mercedes-Benz — the com- 
pany of elegant engineering — has 
decided to get into the delivery van 
business. And yet, who can fairly 
blame the company? Being a cor- 
poration, it is doing what corpora- 
tions do in the absence of gover- 
nance: Making as much money as 
is within its ken to do. 

Purely as a piece of machinery, 
the GL is exemplary. With a unit- 
body chassis of high-strength steel, 
four-wheel independent air suspen- 
sion with automatic damping, anda 
full complement of safety and conve- 
nience features, the GL is a mighty, 
mellow dreadnaught, roomy, com- 
fortable and reasonably light.

And, while the full-size SUV 
segment was a lot more tempting 
five years ago, it is still surprisingly 
robust. Why, in the midst ofa slow- 
rolling energy crisis, an unpopular 
war in a region of the world made 


strategic only by its oil, and the 
globe’s climbing mercury, should 
precisely the wrong kinds of vehi- 
cles remain so popular? 

One reason is surely the tax 
breaks associated with 3-ton SUVs: 
business owners get a $25,000 tax 
break on the purchase of full-size 
SUVs and a five-year deprecia- 
tion schedule. For people taking 
advantage of this cozy corner of 
Section 179, the GL will be virtu- 
ally free. That makes your $4,000 
hybrid tax break look pretty punk, 
doesn’t it? 

The tax code is the most obvious 
point of inflection between vehicle 
choice and public policy. Another 
knee-point is CAFE — that’s 
Corporate Average Fuel Economy 
standards, in case you forgot, and 
who could blame you? The Bush 
administration plans to scrap the 
current CAFE structure in favor of 
a size-based regime co-written by 
the automakers, with larger vehicles 
required to achieve lower mileage. 

It’s possible that one day these 
vehicles will align with actu- 
al customer need — after all, if 
people truly need a full-size 4x4, 
they should be able to have them. 
Meanwhile, the carmakers are find- 
ing ways to give people the utility 
and all-weather agility they want 
without the massive steel edifice. 

One day, to describe a vehicle 
like the Mercedes-Benz GLas avery 
good full-size SUV — which it is, by 
the way — will bea contradiction in 
terms.

TERPS WOMEN | Patience isn’t a vir- 
tue for the Maryland Terrapins and 
coach Brenda Frese. Poise and per- 
severance are. 

It took Frese just four years to 
take Maryland from a middle-of- 
the-pack ACC team to the Final 
Four, and she did it with a lineup 
loaded with freshmen and sopho- 
mores. 

Maryland (32-4) locked up a 
spot in Boston with a 75-65 win 
over Utah Monday night in the 
Albuquerque Regional finals. 

The Terrapins, with six sopho- 
mores and two freshmen, may be 
young in years, but this upstart 
bunch knows these moments can 
be a once-in-a-lifetime thing. 

“Tm definitely not taking this for 
granted,” said freshman point guard 
Kristi Toliver, who set career highs 
with 28 points and six 3-pointers 
Monday. “We're not guaranteed a 
certain bracket next year,” she said. 
“We could have injuries. You've got to 
play every game like it’s your last.” 

Maryland is in the Final Four 
for the first time since 1989. They 
got there by overcoming fifth-seed- 
ed Utah’s tough zone defense and 
motion offense and battling through 
a nasty stomach virus that swept

Brooks Is 
Kicked Off 
Cavaliers 


COLLEGE FOOTBALL | Linebacker 
Ahmad Brooks, a second-team 
All-America as a sophomore two 
years ago, is among three players 
no longer a part of the Virginia 
football program, coach Al Groh 
announced Tuesday on the eve of 
spring practice. 

Brooks, who played in only six 
games last season because of injuries, 
safety Tony Franklin, who was a cap- 
tain last season, and defensive end 
Vince Redd, expected to contend for 
a starting job, will not return to the 
Cavaliers this season, Groh said. 

The decision announced 
Wednesday, he said, was best for 
everyone. “I think it’s essential that 
internally or leadership wise, I think 
it’s essential that we have discipline 
within our organization that guar- 
antees that things are done the right 
way and not just to chase talent for 
talent’s sake,” Groh said. “That’s 
how you put a team together, and

Vacation clubs offer 
hundreds of homes 
for the price of two 


When Eric Pai is yearning for the 
beach, he packs up his wife and 
three kids and heads for Naples, 
Fla., to a $3 million second home 
right on the water, with flat-screen 
TVs, a stocked pantry, a private con- 
cierge and even a PlayStation for 
the kids. 

And when he wants to ski, it’s off 
to his second home in Deer Valley, 
Utah. This summer, he’s off to his 
second home in the Caribbean 
haven of St. Tropez. In all, Pai 
has 300 second homes in 35 des- 
tinations in North America, the 
Caribbean and Europe. 

Total price: $395,000, plus 
$25,000 in annual upkeep, roughly 
the cost of a very modest vacation 
home in any one of these places. Pai 
is a member of Exclusive Resorts, 
a vacation “ownership club” that 
allows its members access to mul- 
timillion-dollar homes in vacation 
hot spots for a fraction of the price 
of actually owning one of them. 

“I’m a numbers guy, I did the 
math, and it worked,” said Pai, 44, 


of Montclair, N.J., a fund manager 
at Citigroup. “Everywhere we used 
to go, we were renting multiple hotel 
rooms, eating out for every meal. 
With this, I can take my kids to a 
breadth of places and still feel like 
it’s my home.” 

Not everybody can afford second 
homes, but as the baby boomer set 
nears retirement with empty nests 
and younger families find career 
success, fractional ownership clubs 
like Exclusive Resorts gives them a 
shot at luxury living at merely well- 
to-do prices. The idea has expanded

to expensive classic cars and ultra- 
private golf clubs, all up for grabs 
for just a small percentage of their 
actual cost. 

Brent Handler founded Exclusive 
Resorts because of his own frustra- 
tions with owning a second home 
and trying to vacation with two 
young children of his own. The club 
now has 2,000 members, with three 
tiers of memberships ranging from 
$195,000 to $395,000 and annu- 
al dues from $9,500 to $25,000. 


The annual dues include 15 to 45 
days in any home belonging to the 
club, whether they’re in New York, 
London, Italy’s Tuscany region or 
Los Cabos, Mexico. 

Of course, buying your own sec- 
ond home is an investment that can 
build equity. While Handler can’t 
promise that, the club does return 
80 percent of the initial member- 
ship cost when a member decides 
to quit the club. 

Other companies have latched on 


to the business model. Tour GCX of 
Manhattan offers 10 rounds of golf 
at up to 18 different private golf and 
country clubs in the greater New 
York area for $6,250. It seems pric- 
ey, but considering that each round 
can accommodate up to 4 players, 
and includes greens and cart fees, 
that breaks down to about $156.25 
per person per round for a foursome 
— on par, so to speak, with most 
higher-end publicly available golf 
courses around New York. 


While Tour GCX is currently 
limited to New York-area clubs, the 
company plans to expand its offer- 
ings to include the Washington area 
later this spring. Tour GCX mem- 
bers can also get onto courses in Las 
Vegas and Los Angeles as well. 

The Classic Car Club in 
Manhattan can get you to those 
exclusive country clubs in style. 
The club gives its members the 
opportunity to use a wide variety 
of classic cars, from a black 1965 
Mustang convertible or a 1957 356 
Porsche Speedster to a beautiful- 
ly restored 1965 Shelby Cobra or a 
1989 Rolls Royce Corniche II. The 
club has anywhere from 18-20 cars 
available. 

Membership in the Classic Car 
Club ranges from $7,000 to $10,500 
per year, with a one-time joining 
fee of $1,500. Use of the cars is 
based on a point system, with a 
less-popular car used on a win- 
ter weekday costing fewer points 
than, say, the 1989 Ferrari 348 on 
a summer weekend. “Life is expe- 
riential,” Michael Prichinello, one 
of the co-founders of the club, said 
as he deftly navigated Manhattan 
traffic in the garishly yellow Ferrari 
348, swerving through traffic with 
maneuvers that would impress the 
most jaded New York cabbie. “You 
can't take it with you. All you get in 
the end are experiences.” 

“This,” he said, pushing the car 
from 0 to 50 mph quickly enough 
to force his passenger back in the 
leather seat, “is a great experience.”
